I  have  yet  to  find  a  firm  basis  for  the  claim  that  Huffs  are  Huguenots.      We 
can  recognize  the  origin  of  the  Ruttans,   Demorests,    etc.,  but  not  the  Huffs, 
I   doubt  at  times   if  Ryersons  are  of  Huguenot  origin.      Note  that  one  Methodist 
history  describes   Egerton  Ryerson  as  being  of  Danish  descent,      Mr,    Huff  has 
attached  a  hand-written  page  to  his  letter  which  bears  the  preface: "From

This  pedigree,  which  appears  to  be  based  upon  that  appearing  in  "Pioneer 
Life  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte,"  is  at  variance  with  the  recent  investigations  of 
Douglas  Sprague,   a  descendant.  There  is  good  reason  to  believe  that  Mr.  Sprague*s 
record  of  the  early  Huffs  is  correct,   seeing  that  the  family  tree,    as  prepared 
by  Hrs.  McLaughlin,   states  that   'Milliam  Huff,  iijho  came  to  Anerica  in  168^, 
was  the  father  of  Solomon  Huff,  bom  in  17^1,   and  Paul  Huff,  the  U.  E.  Loyalists. 
If  this  is  true,  1^^111  am  was  at  least  66  years  of  age  at  the  birth  of  Solomon, 
his  son. 

Douglas  Spragae  states  that 

Engelbert  Huff,  the  first  of  the  name,  came  to  A:nerica  prior  to  1707. 
Soon  after  his  arrival  he  married  Maria  T/^llems,  dau^ter  of  Robert  Ifyillems  Zen 
and  Greesze  Gerant.  Engelbert  died  March  21,  1765,  aged  128  years.  His  children 
were:

I   believe  it  would  be  easier  to  answer  this  question:    "Where 
didn't  the  Huffs  come  fTora????     My  own  line  stems   from  an  irarriigrant  to  New 
Amsterdam  in  l651.      He  signed  his  will   Paulue  Dircks— sometimes  this  apT?ears 
as  Dirks  en— patronymic  in  either  event,  and  never  used  the  name  Hoff  at  all. 
His  son.   Derrick  Pauluszen  appears  in  Flusing,  L.I.,   N.Y. ,  and  is   called 
eldest  son  in  father's  will  of  I688;    croved  I692.      However  when  he  reached 
N.J,   he  was  using  the  name  Derrick  Hoff.      His   eldest  son  had  preceeded  him 
here  -  Pieter,   and  he  used  but  one  "p"    spelling  it  "Hof".      Most  of  his 
grandsons   entered  Revolutionary  War  service  as  "Huff". 

This  immigrant,   Paulus  Dircks,    first  wife  was  Geertje 
Willemse,   secondly  he  married  Jannetje  Jans.     The  son  Derrick  first  married 
Eechjie  Teunis(Oovert);    secondly,   Sara  Will  eras  Jeets   (Yates).      Derrick  had  a 
brother  Paulus  ban.   5  Nov,   l655f  whom  I   believe  went  up  the  Hudson  and  left 
crogency  in  and  about  Kingston,   N.Y.     The  fact  that  this   family  used 
Patronymics  is  a  fair  indication  they  were  of  Holland  Dutch  extraction. 
When  the  British  took  New  York  in  1664  one  of  the  problems  was  the  lack  of 
family  naraes—esTjecially  on  land  transactions.     If  a   father  had  six  married 
sons  they  undoubtedly  could  have  had  Petersons,   Johnsons,   Tunisons,   Dircksoms, 
Albertsons,  Rulogsons— all   first  cousins— and  all  his  grandchildren.     I 
believe  about  1700  it  was  compulsory  to  adopt  a  surname  and  stick  to  it. 

Almost  of  the  same  period  came  Laurens  Jurianse  to  New 
Amsterdam— he  was  born  in  Brazil,   3, A,,  then  a  Dutch  Colony— many  of  his 
progency  snell  the  name  "Haff"   on  Long  Island,   N.Y,,   but  here  in  if,J.   it 
became  "Hoff"   and  "Huff", 

I  have  Elmer  Hough's  book  on  his  family.     They  stem  from 
a  Richard  Hough,    intimate  of  William  Penn  and  Member  of  his  Council.      He 
was  naturally  an  English  Quaker  but  this  book  believes  the  family  originated 
in  South  Holland  and  came  into  England  at  the  time  of  William  the  Conqueror, 
Others  believe  they  came  into  England  with  the  Norman  Invasion,     Saying  the 
name  was  De  La  Hough, 

My  own  theory  is  thisj     There  is  a  small  village  in  Germany 
named  "Hof" — that  near  the   close  of  the  Thirty  Years  War,   my  people  fled 
into  Holland— possibly  could  have  been  Norwary  or  Denmark— thence  over  here 
...this  is  pure  conjecture. 

Somewhere  amongst  my  clippings  I  have  a  wi»ite-up  concerning 
a  Huff  Ff.mily  Reunion  that  was  held  in  Michigan  a  number  of  years  ago— most 
of  the  family,   as  I   recall   it,   were  living  in  Canada— seems  sons  were  Paul 
and  Royal— there  were  others.

I  found  the  story  of  Englebert  Huff  sonje  years  ago   in  Benson  J, 
Lossing's  Pictorial  Field  Book  of  The  Ataerican  Revolution,   Vol,  #2, 
page  124,   in  which  it  mentions  a  silver  tankard  that  was  presented  to 
Finhkill(N.y. )  Dutch  Reforraed  Church  by  Samuel  Verplanck  "to   coraraemorate 
Mr,   Englebert  Huff,   by  birth  a  Norwegian,    in  his  life-time  attached  to 
the  life  guards  of  the  Prince  of  Orange,   afterward  King  William  III   of 
England,      He  resided  a  number  of  years   in  this   country,   and  died,   with 
unblemished  refutation,  at  Fishkill,   21st  of  Marcn,   1765»  aged  128  years" 

I  believe  there  were  descendants   of  the  Palatine  Inwigration,   Adam 
Hoff  by  name  in  and  around  Livingston  Manor,  N.Y, ,   and  possibly  the  present 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Vermont,   Philip  Hoff,   may  be  of  that  family. 

Many  of  the  New  England  Houghs  descend   frora  a  William  Hough  who  is 
believed  to  have  come  from  the  same  area  as  did  Richard  of  Pennsylvania, 

Then  you  can  go  down  into  Virginia  and   find  descendants  of  other 
English  immigrants  coupled  with  later  families  from  this  area.     There  have 
been  several  migrations   fi*om  this  area  —  whole  villages   nearly  transported 
themselves  to  Western  Pennsylvania,   later  to  Kentucky,   Carolina  anf^  fal*ther 
west  and  south.     While  there  was  yet  a  mass   exodus  to  the  "Lake  Country" of 
New  York  State, 

My  Huff  Grandparents  were  responsible  for  the  Methodist  Church  here  in 
Neshanic  Station. . .the  only  one  in  this  arfea  that  had  for  eons  been  a  strong- 
hold of  the  Dutch  Reforraed  Congregations. ,,, must  be  of  some  kin. 

Certainly  nice  to  hear  from  you— but  afraid  I  have  only  added  to  your 
confusion.

What  Did  the  Voters  Say? 

By  RALPH  NOVAK 

WASHINGTON  (CEF) 

The  computers  are  whirring  in  their  cool  white  rooms 
and  the  brains  are  straining  in  the  stuffy  smoke-filled 
ones,  ail  laboring  in  a  common  cause:  analyzing  the  re- 
sults of  the  recent  off-year  elections. 

It  is  always  difficult  to  determine  what  meaning  an  off- 
year  election  has  in  terms  of  national  politics,  if  it  has  any 
meaning  at  all.  Does  the  election  of  a  Democratic  dog 
catcher  in  Kankakee",  111.,  have  anything  to  do  with  Presi- 
dent Nixon's  popularity?  When  the  voters  in  Cleveland 
pick  a  Republican  mayor,  does  it  reflect  poorly  on  Ed- 
mund Muskie's  chances  to  become  president? 

This  year,  however,  trying  to  make  sense  out  of  the 
results  is  like  trying  to  sort  out  the  pieces  of  1,000  dif- 
ferent jigsaw  puzzles  that  were  mixed  up  and  dumped  into 
a  vat  of  glue. 

The  Democrats  did  well  in  Kentucky  hut  the  Republi- 
cans were  successful  in  Ohio.  A  law-and-order  mayoral 
candidate  won  in  Philadelphia  but  another  one  lost  in 
Boston.  A  black  mayoral  candidate  was  elected  in  Gary, 
Ind.,  but  a  black  gubernatorial  candidate  lost  in  Mississip- 
pi. Voters  approved  a  property  tax  increase  in  Dayton, 
Ohio,  but  in  Durham  County,  N.C.,  a  school  bond  issue 
was  defeated.  A  21-year-old  was  elected  to  the  city  council 
of  Marshall,  Minn.,  but  an  18-year-old  lost  in  a  bid  for 
a  seat  on  San  Francisco's  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Front  and  back  lashes  were  flying  all  over  the  place, 
pro-  and  antigovernment,  blacks,  whites,  youth,  war  and 
just  about  everything  else  except  apple  pie  (motherhood 
and  the  flag  have  long  since  come  under  attack) . 
^  The  obvious  conclusion— that  the  results  defy  analysis — 
is  both  right  and  wrong.  The  analysis  is  that  you  can't 
analyze  them,  which  is  more  meaningful  than  it  sounds. 

The  key  is  that  the  nation's  political  blocs  are  in  even 
more  uncertain  a'  state  of  flux-  than  usual.  Coalitions  are 
•forming  (the  blacks  and  youth,  for  instance),  party  ideol- 
ogies are  blurring  (again)  and  politicians  nationally  are 
sparring  as  they  try  to  find  the  issues  that  will  be  cru- 
cial next  year,  so  that  the  number  of  influential  interest 
groups  is  growing. 

This  is  going  to  make  it  harder  on  the  national  candi- 
dates who  may  find  it  harder  to  get  away  with  mounting 
glittering  generalities  when  people  are  demanding  answers 
on  specifics.  It  is  going  to  make  it  harder  on  the  men 
behind  the  candidates  who  are  trying  to  decide  how  to 
shape  campaigns.  And  while  it  is  not  going  to  revolution- 
ize the  basic  Democratic-Republican  either-or  choice,  it 
is  going  to  make  things  a  little  more  difficult  for  the 
American  voter  who  is  trying  to  decide  whom  he  wants 
to  vote  for.

A  John  and  Hendrick(Henry)Huff  or 
Hou^  received  what  is  known  as   "The  Huff  Grant"    in  South  Cajaiga   from  Josenh 
Brant  after  having  served   in  the  Indian  Dertt,      I  cannot  find  these  men  on  the 
U.E,   List  or  U,E,    Claims,      The  John  Hough  in  U.E,    Claims   cannot  be  the   sarae 
man.      The  Huff  Grant   is  marked  on  the  County  Atlas  of  Wentworth  County  which 
was   shown  rae  by  John  Nelles  a  descendant  of  Major  Henry  Nelles  who  received  a 
large  grant  on  the  Grand  River   for  his   services   in  the  Mohawk  Valley  during 
the  Revolution.      The  original   cemetery  in  which  Major  Nelles  was  interred  was 
desecrated   some  years  ago  and  one  of  tha  Nelles   salvaged  the  stone  and  took  it 
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to  St,    John's  Anglican  Church  at  York,    just  below  Caledonia,      Recently  a 
cerernony  was  held  to  unveil  a  raonument  to  Ma-^or  Nelles   in  which  the  stone 
was   imbedded,      500  of  Nelles'    descendants  and  Tnerobers   of  the  church  attended. 
Now  this  Watson  Huff  of  Toronto  has  told  rge  that  the  Huffs  left  the  Brantford 
district  because  several   of  thern  were  killed   by  the  Indians,      Ifrs,    Brant 
TOonture  has  told  me  that  she  has  never  heard  of  a  white  rmn  being  killed   by 
Indians   in  the  Grand  Ri^er  Valley.      The  only  incident  of  hoftility  I  know  of 
is   in  one  of  the  old  histories  of  Brant  County  where  some  settler  moved  on 
land  at  Middler>ort  used   by  one  of  the  secret  societies  of  the  Long  Hous   Peoole 
and  was  manhandled,      John  Nelles   states  that  he  believes  that  Mr,   Huff  has 
confVjjsed  two   stories.     He  said  that  his   Grandfather,    the  founder  of  Nelles' 
Corners,   on  the  Reserve  side  of  the  River,   had   several  kin  killed  by  the 
Townsend   Gang,   and   several  of  these  thugs  were   executed   for  the  crime.      We 
now  have  a  Townoend  Centre  and   there  are  neonle  by  the  same  name  in  the  area. 


Mr,    Watson  Huff  states  that   some  of  the  Huffs   settled  at  Jarvis  and  this 
is   borno  out  by  information  given  me  by  Mr,   Merrill   of  Hamilton,      John  Huff 
was   given  200  acres  at  York  and  he  and  Obadiah  served  in  the  War  of  1812, 
John  Huff  was   born   in  17!^ "7  and  Obadiah  in  17B1  which  hardly  mnkes   them  brothers, 
A  William  Huff  of  the  same   family  settled   in  1804  on  the  Toronto  waterfront 
and   founded  the  Wayside  Inn,      A  Joseph  settled  on  what  is   now  Sglinton  Ave., 
and  an  Srastus   or  Hastus   settled   in  the  south  of  T'fuddy  York,      Watson  Huff 
said  that  there  were  two   brothers,   Andrew  and  James  Huff,   one  R,C,   and  the 
other  Methodist,      The  one  who  became  an  R.C,    was  cut  off  from  the    family  for 
life  and  when  the   brothers  met  they  fought.      The  story  fits  in  with  the  one 
told   me  by  the  Merrills  of  how  an  R.C,   Huff  had   been  noted   falling  in   front 
of  a  hay  rake  near  Jarvis  and  being  carried   into  town  by  the  r>OT)ulace  in  a 
state  of  absolute  drunkeness.      Someone  T5ut  an  Orangeman's   sash  on  him(it  was 
the  Glorious  12th)and  he  was  left  in  the  tavern  with  a   drunkon  Orangeman, 
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When  the  two  booze  artiste  awoke  the  next  day  the  riot  that   ensured  almost 
wrecked  the  tavern,     Mr,   Watson  Huff  believes   that  there  is  a   connection   between 
the  Huffs  or  Houghs  of  Brant  if  this  Obadiah  of  tay  record   is  the  same  'oan  as 
in  his   records.      He  said  he  has   never  heard  a  Huff  bee.ring  that  name  and   I  must 
agree  with  hira.      My  Dad   said  that  the  Huf  ^s  of  Quinte  are  related  to   Bensone 
through  the  Wright  famly  and  I   see  the  nanie  of  Sarah  Wright  and   George  Wright 
on  the  record  of  Obadiah  Huff,      The  record   states  that  Obadiah  was   born   in  Oct,    16, 
1781,   and   died  Ifey.pthd,    1822,    in  Unner  Canada,      His   first  marriage  was  to 
Eunice  Willand   in  Jan.    25,   1806,      Sedond  raarriage  was   on  IIov.   20,    1815*   to  Anne 
Mills  who  vas  born  Seot,    19,    1792,     Mr,   Huff  said  that  these  dates  are  close 
to  those  in  his   records   other  than  the  natne  being  swelled  both  "Hou^"   and  "Huff", 
Can  you  enlighten  me  on  this  rnan  Obadiah  Huff?     Do  you  think  the  Huffs    from  the 
Brant  area  are  related  to  the  Huffs  of  Quinte? 


I   shall  have  to  have  a  photostat  made  of  Obadiah' s  record  and   sent  you   for 
your  nurnosea.      His   children   by  the  first  marriage  are:    Eli,    Eunice,   the  second 
marriage:  James,  John,    Peter,   Henrjr,  and  then  there  are  additions   in  very  poor 
Denmanshit),      "David  Oullen"    is  added,   with  "mary"(no   canitnls),   then  "ausan  write", 
"Elisa   Beth"   wright"   and   "Edward",      I  don't  know  if  you   can  make  sense  of  this 
record.      You  will   recall  that  Wright   enters   into  the  genealogy  of  the  Huffs  of 
Qudnte  and  a   chart  of  same  hangs   in  the  Toronto   Branch  office,      I  always  like 
to  be  in  a   tjosition  to  inform  neonle  of  Loyalist  history  and  of  early  settlement 
but  in  this   case  we  enter  an  area  of  doubt,      I  would  appreciate  anything  you 
could  tell  me  of  this  Obadiah,     You   could  have   read   "Valley  of  the  Six  Nations", 
University  of  Toronto  Press,   which  Tientions  the  Huff  Grant  at  Cayuga,      By  the 
way,   there  was  at  one  time  a  Huff's  Corners  at  Toronto,    Sglinton  and   Birchmount 
Aves,      The  Watson  Huff  I  mention   is  a  retired   carriage-maker  who  cannot  be  a 
adolescent.     He  told  me  that  one   of  the  Huffs   from  Quinte  said  that  his    folks 
used  to   corresnond  with  relatives  in  the  U,S,    but  used  the  name  "Hough". 
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I  have  .iuflt  received  the  May  iseue  of  The  Genealogical  Magazine  of  New  Jersey 
and   I  note  that  there  are  a  number  of  Houghs  naned  in  a   survey  of  the  Frankford 
Plains  Oeraetery,    Frankford  Townshirj,    Sussex  County,   N.J,,   and  about  8  Ruttans   or 
"Rutan"   as   anelt  in  this   case,      A   Beniamin  Huff  is   naraed   in  the  Greewich  Townshin 
rateables  of  Set»t,    177^U 


Again,    I  would  like  to  know  anjMihing  about  this  mysterious  Obadiah  which 
in  all   t>robability  is   the  sarae  man  in  both  instances,      I  have  never   clarified 
the  Huff  situation  in  my  own  mind,      I  have  a  tintyne  of  a   bearded  man  which  my 
Dad   said  is   "David  Huff"    but  who  was   David  Huff?     There  is   some  relationshin 
between  the  Huffs  and    Bensons  that  is  not  recorded,      Ify  Mother  is  a  Huff  but 
she  says  her  Father  told  them  that  Huffs(their   branch)   came  from  Pennsylvania 
and  their   grandfather  was  Ludwig  but  called  himself  "Bob",      All  this  agrees 
with  Sir,    Edwin  Huff  Jr.'s  account  of  how  the  original  Huffs  or  Houghs   left 
the  New  Amsterdam  or  New  York  area  and  moved  north  and   south.     He  said  whdle 
towns   moved  to  the  new  lands  as  did  our  U. E,L.s  of  Quebec's   Eastern  Townships 
move  to  the  Canadian  West,

They  spent 
a  very  discouraging  winter  at  Sorel,Quebec^came  through  to  Kingston  in  the 
spring  and  finally  arrived  at  Adolphustown  June  l6th  1781;.  Their  party  was 
under  direction  of  Major  Peter  VanAlstine.     Their  family  were: 
Solomon    1769-18118;     WLlliam  5  James  177l;-l8UO  ;     Charles;     Elizabeth.

Solomon  Huff  17^1-1828  was  married  to  Eva  Swade  1757-        in  close 
proximity  to  the  present  site  of  New  York  City.     At  the  outbreak  of  the  War  of 
1766-1783  Solomon  is  reported  to  have  oimed  and  operated  a  farm  of  200  acres 
on  land  now  a  part  of  that  great  city.     IMlike  his  brothers,  Solcxnon  was  a 
neutral  until  a  rebel  raiding  party  pillaged  his  fann  and  property.  He  then 
joined  the  British  troops  and  served  through  the  duration.  It  is  said  he  procured 
an  old  bald-faced  Horse  which  helped  him  to  remove  his  family  and  goods  to 
Kings ton, later  proceeding  to  Adolphustown,where  he  drew  a  lot  on  Hay  Bay  shore  but 
exchanged  it  for  one  in  the  second  concession  in  order  to  remain  in  Uth  Town.
